A very favorable report was pre¬ 
sented by the industrial commission 
as to the work done during the past 
two weeks in connection with the re¬ 
duction of the freight rate from 50 
cents per ton to 25 cents, to put South 
San Francisco and San Francisco on 
an equal footing with Oakland. 

F. A. Cunningham reported what 
had been done at other meetings, and 
also read letters which had been 
forwarded to the Home Industry 
League, which showed very clearly 
the standing of South San Francisco 
as a business and industrial center. 
The secretary also read a tabulated 
list of car receipts and shipments, 
with their tonnage and factories rep¬ 
resented by carloads. 

The chamber expressed itself as 
very much pleased with the able work 
done by F. R. Thompson of the Manu¬ 
facturers’ Association and with the 
industrial commission of the chamber, 
and felt that a great deal of praise 
was due them. 

The secretary was instructed to 
write to the War Department and in¬ 
quire into the requirements of the 
United States government for the 
cantonette city, or training ground 
center, which has been brought before 
the public just recently. The Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce feels that the land 
company and other owners of large 
tracts of land could be interested in 
this proposition. 

After the usual routine business 
had been transacted the meeting was 
adjourned for two weeks, at which 
time it in hoped some interesting dis¬ 
closures will be made.

Owing to the present demand for 
foodstuffs another millionaire has 
gone "back to the soil,” in the per¬ 
son of D. P. Doak, a Palace Hotel 
guest, who founded the Pacific Coast 
Steel Company of this city. 

Doak confirmed the truth of the 
story that he and Albert E. Aiken 
of San Francisco are planting 8000 
acres in beans in the delta region, 
near Colusa, and 4000 other acres in 
sugar beets and brown corn. 

Individually, Mr. Doak, who owns 
a 200-acre cherry orchard, has 
farmed all the space under and be¬ 
tween the trees in vegetables of dif¬ 
ferent kinds. 

"Mr. Aiken and myself,” said Mr. 
Doak, “have had a force of men 
plowing the 12,000 acres night and 
day with a dozen tractor plows. We 
expect 16,000,000 pounds of beans 
from the 8000 acres planted in that 
way, or twenty sacks of 100 pounds 
each per acre.”

Pruning Climbing Roses. 

Prepared by tlie U. S. department 
of agriculture. 

S PECIAL pruning methods 
must be employed for climb¬ 
ing roses. These methods are de- 
tenniued by more or less of a 
compromise between the desire, 
on the one hand, to force the 
growth of blossom bearing new 
wood by removing old wood and, 
on the other hand, the desire to 
keep arbors and similar struc¬ 
tures at least partially covered. 
One-half of the wood should be 
pruned from all the climbers, as 
from the other types of rose, at 
planting time. In the ease of 
the established plants the wichu- 
raiana and hardy climbing roses 
should be pruned Just after 
blooming. At this time young 
shoots will have started from the

roots. The growth of these shoots 
should be eucouraged, as It Is 
from them that most of the 
branches .are produced that hear 
the following year’s bloom. The 
best way Is- to remove all the old 
wood at this time so that all the 
strength will go Into the young 
shoots. Where the roses are train¬ 
ed over a trellis so high that one 
season’s growth will not cover it 
the method Just described Is not 
practicable. In such cases some 
of the old shoots should be cut 
off at the ground and the others 
should he shortened from three 
to six feet, depending ou the 
amount of growth the vine has 
been making each year. New 
shoots should be trained to take 
the place of those removed. It 
should be kept constantly In mind 
that the present year’s growth 
bears next year’s flowering 
branches and that a few vigor¬ 
ous branches are more desirable 
than many weak ones.

Unfair and Unlawful 

The attitude of the Southern Pacific Company upon the extension of the 
free switching limits from San Francisco to include South San Francisco, Is 
unreasonable, unfair and unlawful. 

The Southern Pacific Company claims that inasmuch as its free switching 
extends to the municipal limits of both San Francisco and Oakland, that 
there is no discrimination, notwithstanding the fact that in San Irancisco 
the limit Is 5.5 and in Oakland 10.8 miles; yet Mr. Luce, its traffic manager, 
at a recent meeting of the “Home Industry League of California,” stated that 
in Los Angeles, the S. P. Company had declined to extend its free switching 
to the municipal limits for tlit* reason that to do so meant free switching to a 
distance of twenty-four miles, which would he unreasonable, in other words, 
in Los Angeles it is a reasonable distance and not municipal limits 
that govern. 

The lutter is the ground of the Manufacturers’ Association of South San 
Francisco in asking the extension of free switching to include tills city, viz; 
that reasonable or lawful switching limits have nothing to do with municipal 
boundaries; and, therefore, that a switching charge of 25 cents a ton from 
Oaklnnd to Elmhurst, a distance of 10.8 miles, and a switching charge of 50 
cents from San Francisco to South San Francisco, a distance of 9.4 miles, is 
discrimination, and therefore unfair and unlawful. 

The Penalty of Greed

It is an udmitted (fact that we have the finest trains, running on the 
fastest time with lowest rates and best accommodation of any country in the 
world, und yet there are many politicians and well-meaning people who advo* 
cate the Europeun system of government ownership in the United States. 


Hand It to the Monopolies 

Streetcar and pussengcr fares, ferry fares and theatre, even freight rates 
have not gone up like other things. 

After ull, tlie high cost of living cannot be blamed on what may be con¬ 
sidered the greatest monopolies. 

The Saturday Fvening Post says transportation is the cheapest service 
the American people get nt present. 

Manufacturing, government, local, stati^ and national, mining and mer¬ 
chandising have nil gone up In cost. 

Telephone and telegraph rates have not gone up, and in many cases have 
been reduced and service improved. 

(Jus. electric light and power liuve gone dowu, und in many cases water 
rates have been reduced—few rates are ruised. 

The monopoly that lias been abused by the newspapers on nil occasions— 
the Pullmiiii Far Company—has not raised rates. 

Dining rnrs have not ruised rates for meals, und lunch and plate service 
huve actually lowered tlie cost of meals. 

The middleman and the producer liuve profited hy the all-round raise in 
the cost of existence more than the hated monopolies. 


In a recent issne, the San Francisco Examiner devoted an entire page 
to an editorial in large type, challenging the United States government to 
show cause why war had been declared ugainst the Herman government; and 
what the government of the United States expects to accomplish by war with 
Germany.

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PROMPT PAYMENT WRESTLING MITCH 


This is a pay roll city where people 
pay their bills promptly. A recent 
incident in the course of city develop¬ 
ment and street improvement is con- j 
elusive proof of the truth of the i 
above statement. On April 18th last 
the City Street Improvement Company 
of San Francisco completed its con¬ 
tract for paving Commercial avenue 
and the cross streets from Baden to 
Railroad avenues, the aggregate cost 
of which was $50,000. 

This considerable sum of money 
was assessed against the lots front¬ 
ing upon the streets improved. 

The various lot owners were under 
tlie law required to pay for the im¬ 
provements within thirty days from 
April 18th or become subject to pay¬ 
ment under the nine-year bond plan, 
involving installment payments with 
6 per cent interest. 

On May 18th the entire sum of 
$50,000 had been paid in cash, except 
about $2000 only. 

Thus $48,000 was paid in spot cash 
on short notice by the workingingmen 
of this city. So, we repeat, this is a 
pay roll city where people pay their 
bills promptly.

BRITISH EXPERT 
LAUDS RAILROADS 
OF UNITED STATES 


Tails Congress Committee That 
They Lead Worn 


HO GOVERNMENT OWNERSHIP 


It Would Mean Political Control and 
Loaa of Efficiency—Declaree That 
Criaia Confronta Country on Account 
of Traneportation Situation—Lowest 
Freight Rates to Be Found In United 
8tatea. 

Washington, May 14.—That the Unit¬ 
ed States Is face to face with a serious 
crisis In its commercial affairs, due to 
the conditions by which Its transporta¬ 
tion system Is confronted, was the opin¬ 
ion expressed by W M. Acworth, Eng¬ 
land’s leading authority on railways, 
before the Newlands Joint committee 
on Interstate commerce at a ipecial 
session held here to enable the com¬ 
mittee to hear bis views before bis de¬ 
parture for London this week. Two 
steps are necessary, according to Mr 
Acworth, to avert this crisis and to 
solve the threatening .-ailroad problem 
confronting the country. 

The first is to allow the railroads to 
charge freight rates sufficient to meet 
the great advance In operating ex¬ 
penses which is taking place and to 
enable them to command the credit 
necessary to provide the extensions 
and improvements needed to meet the 
growing demands of business. The sec 
ond Is to do iway .vitb the multiple 
and conflicting systems of regulation 
that now hamper railway operation 
and to provide one centralized regula¬ 
tory agency with such local subdivi¬ 
sions as may be necessary. 

Higher Rates a Public Necessity. 

Mr. Acwortb'8 views on the transpor¬ 
tation situation In the United States 
were expressed In answer to questions 
by members of the committee, who 
asked him to apply his knowledge 
of railway conditions throughout the 
world and of the experience of other 
countries with government ownership 
to the present problem before the Unit¬ 
ed States. 

“The fundamentaal factor in the sib 
uation is very simple,” said Mr Ae* 
worth. “It li'-s in the fact that yoB 
cannot get three-quarters of a ceut’i 
worth of work done for less than three- 
quarters of a cent, no matter whether 
the agency performing It Is a govern¬ 
ment or private enterprise. Freight 
rates must advance when the cost of 
performing the service advances ae 
it is doing at present, Just as the price 
of bread or meat or any other com¬ 
modity increases with Increased coat 
of production.” 

in answer to a question Mr Ac- 
worth said that he thought American 
freight rates had been at much too low 
a level for several years past, that they 
had reached this low point during the 
period of cutthroat competition among 
the roads and bad since been held 
there by regulating bodies. Unless re¬ 
lief were afforded to the carriers very 
promptly, he said, the result would 
be a tremendous loss to the people of 
the whole country through insufficien¬ 
cy of transportation facilities 

Weakness of Government Ownership. 

On the subject of government owner¬ 
ship of railways Mr. Acworth said: 

“It Is impossible to obtain satisfac¬ 
tory results on government railways 
In a democratic state unless the man¬ 
agement Is cut loose from direct polit¬ 
ical control. Neither Australia nor 
any other country with a democrat 
lc constitution—perhaps an exception 
ought to be made of Switzerland—has 
succeeded In maintaining a permanent 
severance. In France, in Belgium, in 
Italy, parliamentary interference never 
has been abandoned for a moment 
The facts show that government In¬ 
terference has meant running the rail¬ 
ways not for the benefit of the people 
at large, but to satisfy local and sec¬ 
tional and even personal interests. 

Prussia, Mr Acworth said, was the 
best example of an efficient govern¬ 
ment railway system, and he pointed 
out that military considerations were 
treated as of paramount importance In 
the Prussian railway system. While 
American freight rates had been re¬ 
duced nearly 40 per cent In thirty 
years, rates in Prussia were nearly as 
high as at the beginning of the period 
While the charge for moving a ton of 
freight one mile in the United States 
was a trifle over three-quarters of a 
cent the rate In Prussia was 1.41 
cents 

As Illustrating the difference in rate* 
between government and private roads 
Mr. Acworth compared the railways 
of New South Wales, Australia, with 
those of Texas. While the amount of 


HICKEY ON RED CROSS 
FINANCE COMMITTEE 

The following letter, which has 
been received by Supervisor Thomas 
L. Hickey of this city, is self-explana¬ 
tory: 

San Francisco, May 24, 1917. 

T. L. Hickey, Esq., South San Fran¬ 
cisco, Cal.—My Dear Mr. Hickey: The 
finance committee of the San Mateo 
Chapter of the Red Cross consists of 
yourself, representing South San 
Francisco and the territory generally 
in the north of the county; Mr. E. J. 
Tobin, representing San Mateo and 
Belmont; Dr. W. A. Brooke, to repre¬ 
sent Halfmoon Bay and the coast 
neighborhood; myself, to take charge 
of the work of Hillsborough, and some 
one who is not yet named for Burlin¬ 
game and Easten. 

Our work is to provide the funds 
for the activities of the Red Cross 
chapter and the auxiliaries which are 
being established in various places in 
the county. The present work is 
largely confined to the making of 
dressings, bandages and supplies for 
the military hospitals. One of these 
is established at Burlingame, another 
at San Mateo, and one is being talked 
of at Daly City or that neighborhood 
and one at Halfmoon Bay. The work, 
as you know, is done by volunteers 
without any cost for their services or 
any charge for rental or overhead ex¬ 
pense. The Red Cross chapter sup¬ 
plies the material, gauze, muslin and | 
other matters of this sort for the 
making of the supplies. I estimate 
that for the year’s work, with the 
present force, about $5000 will be re¬ 
quired. The supplies are purchased 
at the best obtainable prices and as 
soon as the National Red Cross has 
established its warehouse in San 
Francisco, we will be able to obtain 
the material from this warehouse at 
actual cost. Money for the purchase 
of these supplies and for any other 
work that this chapter of the Red 
Cross may undertake is obtained from 
memberships and donations. It is im¬ 
portant, of course, to enroll as many 
as possible as members, and a portion 
of each membership goes to the Na¬ 
tional Red Cross at Washington, the 
other portion remaining with the local 
chapter. All of the amounts con¬ 
tributed as donations are retained by 
the local chapter and are therefore 
the most valuable contributions for 
our purpose. 

I am sending you a book of Red 
Cross certificates, Nos. 226 to 250, 
and will ask you to do what you can 
as promptly as possible in obtaining 
memberships and obtaining dona¬ 
tions. I am asking those whom I am 
soliciting in regard to donations to 
make these as generous as possible 
and to agree to pay one-half now and 
one-half in six months if the emerg¬ 
ency lasts that long and the money 
is still required. These donations are 
running from $100 for the year down 
to any sum the individual cares to 
give. 

I hope you will be successful, and, 
of course, if you require another book 
or more I shall be glad to send them 
to you when I hear from you. 

The money received may be for¬ 
warded to me at convenient times. 

There will be hereafter undoubt¬ 
edly other work to be done, if any 
hardship arises in the families of the 
men who are enlisted or drafted, 
which will be part of the duty of the 
Red Cross to look out for. 

You are interested in this line of 
work, I know, and I will be glad to 
co-operate with you in it.

traffic to each mile of \lne was about 
the same in both cases, he pointed out, 
the Texas railways performed for the 
public four times as much service as 
the government owned roads of New 
South Wales. The charge in Texas 
for hauling a ton of freight one mile 
was less than 1 cent, while In the Aus¬ 
tralian state it was well over 2 cents. 

“American railways lead the world," 
said Mr. Acworth “Nowadays when 
men In any other part of the world 
want to know how to run a railway 
they come to the United States and 
study your railways here. The Amer¬ 
ican railways are entirely the result 
of private enterprise, and I think they 
go a long way toward proving the case 
against government ownership.”

DEPORT DISEASES 
TO HELPWIN WAR 

Any resident of California who has 
knowledge of the presence of a case 
of communicable disease and who 
fails to report it to the local health 
authority, as the law requires, may be 
a real enemy to the country. The 
California State Board of Health is 
impressed with the necessity for 
keeping the communicable diseases 
under strict control, particularly now 
that we are at war. 

A single case of any communicable 
disease, without supervision, might 
be the cause of an outbreak that 
would reduce greatly the efficiency of 
the California men who may soon go 
to the front. Civilian recruits are 
flocking to the training camps now 
being established in different parts of 
the state, and to bring any of the 
communicable diseases into one of 
these camps might cause exceedingly 
disastrous results. Unless physicians 
and citizens supply information rela¬ 
tive to the presence of the com¬ 
municable diseases, the State Board 
of Health is unable to know where to 
direct its efforts for disease control. 

The diseases reportable by law in 
California include chickenpox, mumps, 
measles, malaria, diphtheria, scarlet 
fever, typhoid fever, whooping-cough, 
smallpox, tuberculosis, pneumonia, 
anthrax, beri-beri, epidemic cerebro¬ 
spinal meningitis, Asiatic cholera, 
dengue, dysentery, erysipelas, German 
measles, glanders, gonococcus infec¬ 
tion, hookworm, leprosy, pellagra, 
plague, poliomyelitis, rabies, syphilis, 
tetanus, trachoma, typhus fever, 
ophthalmia neonatorum and yellow 
fever. 

Physicians or laymen who know of 
the presence of any of these diseases, 
should report at once to the health 
officer of the city or county in which 
the case may be. Not to do so may be 
a factor in limiting our efforts and ! 
resources for winning the war. 

PUBLIC BUSINESS IN BRIEF. ! 

(From the Taxpayers' Association of 
California.) 

As between 1911 and 1916 the re- | 
ceipts of the state increased 111.9 per 
cent and its payments 99.9 per cent. 
Counties, exclusive of San Francisco, 
increased 81.6 per cent as to receipts 
and 105.8 per cent as to payments, j 
Cities, including San Francisco, in¬ 
creased 46 per cent as to receipts and 
48.7 per cent as to payments. 

In 1916, on the average, of every; 
dollar disbursed by California cities, j 
23.32 cents went to pay interest and i 
sinking fund costs on outstanding 
bond issues. 

Out of a total disbursement of i 
$149,119,769.20 last year, the state 
government disbursed 22.54 per cent, ; 
the counties 43.98 per cent and the 
cities 33.47 per cent.

Education is the largest item in ! 
state a ad county expense, amounting \ 
to 30.67 per cent of total disburse- ! 
ments by the state, and 44.02 per cent: 
in the case of counties. In cities, 9.61 
per cent of disbursements went for 
education last year. 

Construction of roads, harbors and | 
like works called for 28.90 per cent 
of the state’s disbursements last year. 
For the same purposes the counties j 
disbursed 24.55 per cent of their total i 
and the cities 19.07 per cent. 


CJMMISSED 

At a preliminary hearing held in 
Justice of the Peace Ellis C. John¬ 
son’s court at Daly City, a charge of 
manslaughter was dismissed against 
Walter Holman, chauffeur for Samuel 
Knight of Hillsborough, whose auto¬ 
mobile struck and killed A. H. David¬ 
son, superintendent of Cypress Lawn 
Cemetery, on the highway in front of 
the cemetery. The court decided that 
there was not sufficient evidence to 
hold the defendant for trial in the 
superior court. Davidson had just 
stepped out of a machine driven by 
Jack Dennis of Colma, and was walk¬ 
ing across the highway when struck 
down by the machine operated by 
Holman. He died later in a San Fran¬ 
cisco hospital. 

BOY SCOUT WORK INTERESTS 

LOMITA PARK BOYS 

The interest shown in the boy scout 
movement is demonstrated by the 
rapidity with which the Lomita Park 
troop is growing under the guidance 
of Scoutmaster Wilkin. Beginning 
with eight boys a little over a month 
ago, it now has a membership of 
fourteen boys, who are all showing 
great aptitude for the many useful 
qualities they are being taught, two 
boys having already qualified as 
second-class scouts, while the others 
have all passed their tenderfoot tests. 
By a system of mobilization the troop 
can be called together inside of fifteen 
minutes, and, considering that they 
have boys coming from Millbrae and 
San Bruno, the promptness in getting 
together is appreciated. The boys 
have hiked into the hills twice in the 
last month to practice wig-wag and 
semaphore signaling. Another impor¬ 
tant branch of the work is first aid to 
the injured, including bandaging and 
stretcher exercises, which- they are 
also learning very quickly. Among the 
other things taught are drilling, wood¬ 
craft and calisthenics. It is the in¬ 
tention of the boys to give a concert 
in the near future to raise funds for 
purchasing troop flags and other 
equipment.
